JUDGE BREESE'S DECISION. 

Judge Breese’s decision in the warehouse case, 
it appears to us, is an invasion of the rights of 
property. It happens that the warehousemen 
have so behaved themeelves that they have no 
friends. It happens also that the railroad and 
warehouse combination are an undisputed mo- 
nopoly which nearly everybody would like to see 
broken up, or, failing in that, subjected to leg- 
islative control as to their charges for storage. 
That they are subject to legislative contro} as 
to the weighing of grain, the issuing and can- 
cellation of receipts, andall other matters coming 
under the general police powers of the State, is 


. 


to compel them to receive grain in store. 
Suppose sa \warehouseman says he won't take 
any more grain in store at the rate fixed by the 
Legislature—by what legal process can he be 
compelled to do so? Supposing the party desir- 
sing to store grain offers more than the legal 
rate—by what legal process is he to be restrained 
from paying it ? 

It happens that the rates of storage fixed by 
the warehousemen themselves are substantially 
the same as those fixed in the law. We presume 


| that they would not object to the law on the 


score of inadequate compensation for storage, 
were it not for the fact that, conceding the right 
of the Legislature (that is, of the majority of 
people) to fix one rate of compensation, carries 
with it the right to fix any rate, down to zero, 
Our objection to it is, that, conceding the right 
of the Legishature to fix the rate of compenea- 
tion for warehousing grain, carries with it the 
right to fix all charges and compensation for 
private services whatsoever. It is only necessary 
to calia thing s monopoly in order to acquire 
tne right to fix the scale of prices 
it shall be allowed to receive. Bear in mind that 
these warehousemen hold-no charters from the 
State. They are private firms, and entitled in 
law to the same treatment that is accorded, for 
instance, to the steel-heaters in the North Chi- 
cago Rolling-Mille. The latter, probably, con- 
stitute as tight # monopoly as can be found 
anywhere. It is only » short time since they 


closed the works and threw out of 
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case would authorize the Legislature to fix s 
maximum rate of wages for steel-beaters, 
though it could not compel them to work at all 
if they did not want to. There are very few 


lodged in the General Assembly, and hence in 
the caucus, with the consequent power to limit 
its rate of compensation, all private rights will 
be at the mercy of s capricious and ever-chang- 
ing majority. ; 
The existence of this power to regulate the 
compensation of individuals is supposed to find 
its analogy in the usury lawe,—laws regulating 
the rate of interest. “The use of money,” says 
Judge Breese, “is a matter of the grestest pub- 
lic concern, and that it may be regulated by law 
has never been authoritatively denied.” This 
means, of course, the lending of money. The 
“age” of money has never been regulated by 
law, and that is the reason why those relics of 
superstition and barbarism, the usury laws, have 
never been productive of any other harm than 
thet of preventing needy borrowers from get- 
ting money at all in times when it is worth more 
than the legal rate. A man who has money 
can use it in = thousand ways beside 
lending it. When it is worth more than the 
legal rate, be will always find a way to get more. 
The Legislature can undoubtedly pass a law, as 
Judge Breese says, fixing the rate of interest at4 


that on the ist day of January, 1875, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury shall pay on demand at the 
Sub-Treasury in New York City to any holder of 
United States notes presenting them in sums of 
$1,000, or any multiple of that sum, in exchange 
therefor an equal amount of gold coin, or in 
lieu thereof an equal amount of bonds redeem- 
able in coin after ten years, and bearing 5 per 
cent interest. The notes so received in exchange 
for coin or bonds may be reissued either to pur- 
chase the public debt or to meet the current pay- 
ments for the public service. The second seo- 
tion establishes free banking. 

The effect of this law, if passed, will be to ad- 
vance the value of greenbacks to par with that 
of a 5 per cent gold-interestbond. These bonds 
are now worth par in gold. The value of the 
greenback, therefore, being advanced to that of 
specie, and as the National Bank notes are re- 
deemable in greenbacks, the value of the whole 
$750,000,000 of currency will be soon brought to 
par in specie. It will at once test the question 
whether there is more currency in the couptry 
than the business demands. If there be more 
currency than is needed, it will go into the 
Treasury in exchange for 5 per cent bonds; this 
currency will then be at the service of the Gov- 
ernment in redeeming or purchasing the 6 per 
cent debt of the country. The bill as it now 
stands permite this money to be paid out again 
for that purpose or to meet current expenses, 
and this is open to the objection that there 
may be-a large surplus in the Treasury 
always on hand inviting extravagant ex- 
penditures. If the money thus received 
were held exclusively for the redemption of 
other debt, then there would be no danger of 
increasing the bonded debt, as will be the “ case 
if itis or may be used for general purposes. 
For each doliar of new bonds issued there ought 
to be a corresponding reduction in the amount 
of the other bonds, else we may go on and fund 
the $400,000,000 of greenbacks over and over 
two or three times. The interest-bearing debt 
ought never to be increased, and, by making 
greenbacks equal in value to the gold bonds of 
the country, all occasion for the increase uf that 
debt will be removed. So longas the Govern- 
ment notes may be converted into gold or gold 
bonds, the demand for their redemption will 
cease, and the great problem how to get gold 
enough to resume specie payments will disap- 
pear also. The present premium on gold will 
be sponged out, and the Gold-Room will close its 
doors, to be opened no more. 

The bill authorizes free banking after July 1, 
1874. This measure removes all complaint as to 
the unequal distribution of currency. I+ author- 
izes any persons having the requisite capital to 
organize a bank and locate it where they please. 
Localities now babbling for « redistribution of 
the banking privilege can then avail themselves 
of that privilege toan unlimited extent. It is 
not likely, however, that there will be any great 
increase of the bank-note circulation, even if it 
be made free. The redemption of notes in specie 
or in legal-tender at par with specie will prevent 
any redundancy of bank notes, while it will, at 
the same time, guarantee that there shall always 


be enough. 
‘The great point in this bill is that it is the 


first step by the Government to bring the busi- 
ness of the nation back to the basis of real 
values. For twelve years we have been trading 
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If the train forges ahead, at the end of fifteen 
minutes, and crashes into another, heavy dam- 
ages can be recovered, Is the company to be 
mulcted also if it cscapes wrecking its cars by 
breaking a foolish law? The effort to strikeout 
Sec. 23—which makes the companies liable for 
three times the amount of damages (and so 
makes it the interest of passengers and shippers 
to cause delay, etc.), which allows attorney- 
fees, and which subjects the roads to an addi- 
tional fine of from $25 to $1,000—failed. The 
railroads are also made liable in damages for 
bringing Texas or Cherokee cattle into the 
State. This is an apparent attempt to oblige 
them to keep a college of veterinary surgeons on 


hand at the border, who can carefully examine 


every animal and give it «bill of health. The 
next step should be to make the companies lia- 
ble for bringing in cattle which have unhealthy 
relatives. This would be quite as just. The 
consignor of sick cattle is the guilty party. The 
railroad, as a common carrier, is bound to carry 
for anybody. If it does not, the aggrieved 


party can recover thrice the damage he has sus- 


tained. The law conflicts with iteelf. The 
Senate adjourned Tuesday without deciding 
whether a man who ships goods from Chicago 
to California can recover thrice their value 
from an Illinois railroad if they are lost or de- 
stroyed in Utah or some other foreign territory. 
The provision is too absurd on its face to need 
a word of refutation among candid men, but it 
is no worse than others already adopted. 

The trouble with these and other similar regu- 
lations is that they are dictated, not by justice, 
but by greediness for popular epplaase. They 
will defeat their own aim. The pendulum of 
railway legislation has aiready ewung far enough 
in the way of repression. Unless fair-minded 
men can seize it and fasten it at some reasonable 
point, the reaction will send it as far the other 
way. Members of the Legislature who are ac- 
tuated neither by anger or demagogism should 
check this policy while yet there is time. Espe- 
cially should they bear mm mind that legislation 
of the kind now pending seems to irritate with- 
out producing any beneficial results.

THE POWER TO REVOKE LICENSES. 

We publish elsewhere an opinion of the Su- 
preme Court in the case of the City of Chicago 
against Schwuchow. The case is one of consid- 
erabie interest, inasmuch as it involves the ques- 


1 tom of the right of the Mayor to revoke 


licenses granted to saloon-keepers. The facts 
in the case are these : Schwuchow kept a saloon 
on the corner of Madison and Union streets, by 
virtue.of a license from the city, for which he 
paid $52. In June, 1878, the Mayor revoked his 
license for continued violations; of the Sunday 
ordinance. He continued to sell hquor subse- 
quent to the revocation, and was arrested, and 
fined in the Police Court. The case was taken 
to the Criminal Court, anda jury waived. The 
result of the second trial was the same as the 
first, and Schwuchow was fined $100. An appeal 
was then taken to the Supreme Court, 

The language of the opinion is terse, and cov- 
ers every point, sustaining the action of the 
Mayor. The Court holds that the charter does 
not prescribe that the only means possessed by 
the city for enforcing its ordinances is by fine. 
The Legislature, it maintains, conferred upon 
the city the power to suppress saloons and gro- 
ceries where liquor is sold, or to regulate, li- 
cense, and restrain them. Hence it is a matter 
purely discretionary whether or not the city 
should prohibit the sale of liquor altogether, or 
license and regulate the traffic. Unless the Com- 
mon Council choose to do so, there is no power 
short of legislative enactment that can grant su- 
thority to sell liquor. The power is there- 
fore ample under this grant to impose 
a condition that when a license is granted it 
shall be liable to revocation on the violation of 
ordinances regulating the traffic. Appellant re- 
ceived the license on the condition that it might 
be revoked if he should sell liquor on Sunday, 
and he thereby assented to the terms and condi- 
tions. The charter authorized thie condition, 
and he violated it. The license, therefore, was 
properly revoked, and he wae rightfully con- 
victed for selling liquor after the revocation, as 
his power to do so ceased. The Court denies the 
existence of any vested right to the privileges 
conferred by a liquor license. The control of 
the sale of liquor, it holds, is a police regulation, 
and no one can obtain such a vested right in it 
as that it may not be resumed when the interest 
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selves more honorable and honest in their deal- 
ings with the Indians than the good people. If 
the Indian business is transferred to the War 
Department, we may expect to see the present 
foul nests of Indian traders and Agents 
cleaned out. For this reason, if for no other, 
the good people should be allowed s respite. 
They have been burdened with the dusky sons 
of the forest too long already. As the only use 
for the army at present is in the Indian country, 
and asit ison the ground, it will be cheaper 
and more convenient to employ the officers to 
regulate the affairs of Lo. Gens. Sherman, 
Sheridan, and Orook have never had any 
difficulty in settling with “the wards,” and 
their style of settlement has always been prompt, 
thorough, and satisfactory.

Never has there been a grander, more beauti- 
ful, or more expressive historical work brought 
to this country than the “ Prodigal Son,” by 
Edouard Dubufe, now on exhibition at the Ex-
